His policy of "watch- 
ful waiting" has led him around in a circle, 
and now, as te| months ago, he must de- 
cide whether he will^pr will not _recognize 
a bandit as president of Mexico.

ARGENTINE CIV1M7AHON 


A NEW YOR^pajper, In commenting 


on how the tango "has been modified since 
-ItWfi the mud huts of Argentina," displays 
the usual American ignorance of Argentina 
in particular and South America in general. 
Because Mexico, Central America and two 
or three of the northern countries of South 
America keep themselves in a state of bar- 
barism by their devotion tov the annual 
revolution habit, we cheerfuly assume .that 
all of the peoples between the Texas fron- 
tier and-the Straits of Magellan are uncivil- 
ized and dwell m mud huts. 


As a matter of fact none of the prin- 


cipal South American countries h^s mu.cn 
to learn from us, and in some things we 
might profitably study their achievements. 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile have govern- 
ments quite as stable as ours, as truly demo- 
cratic, and often more efficient. They have- 
excellent systems of education, both pub- 
lic and collegiate. 
In the- development $f 


their commercial and agricultural resources 
they are making strides comparable to those 
of our own country; and manufacturing, 
which naturally comes after the other twx>, 
is fast assuming importance. Some of the 
South American cities, notably Buenos 
Aires and Rio Janeiro, rank with the clean- 
est, 
rmost beautiful and best governed 


municipalities in the world:. 


We Americans smile contemptuously at 


the ignorance of a foreigner who doesn't 
display entire familiarity with our own 
country. 
But the man who generalizes 


about "the rriud huts of Argentina" isn't 
much farther from the truth than a South 
American woulfl be who assumed that such 
habitations are the typical abode of the peo- 
ple of the United States.
